London Not Seeking to 
Preliminary Meeting, but Only 
fer Dominions.

WASHINGTON, July 5c eeeen 
are now in progress between the United | 
States and Japanese Governments with | 
reference to the implied objection of | 
Japan _to participating iff a discussion } 
of Far Eastern and Pacific questions 
at President Harding's international 
conference until the scope of the 
cussion of these subjects has been de- 
termined. Japan accepted the Presi- 
dent’s suggestion that a conference be 
held in Washington to consider the limi- 
tation of armaments, but in the com- 
“munication delivered to the State De- 
partment yesterday she indicated that 
questions relating to the Far East and 
the Pacific should be definitely limited | 
before she could assent to participate in 
their consideration. 

Every aspect of the Presidént’s pro- 
posal of a conference of the five princi- 
pai allied and associated powers and 
China was considered at today’s session 
of the Cabinet, with particular reference | 
to the attitude of Japan and indication | 
that certain uninvited nations having in- 
tcrests in the Far East would like "to | 
participate. There was general felicita- 
tion that the conference was assured 
in spite of the obstacle apparently raised 
by Japan’s position. 

Publicly, Administration officials make 
, "0 criticism of Japan’s course, taking 
' the view that the Japanese Government 
was entirely within its rights in seeking | 
to ascertain the range of subjects that | 
would be considered ander the heading 
of Far Eastern and Pacific questions. 
t is understood that the United States 
has informed Japan that as this country | 
fs only one of the participating powers | 
it cannot undertake to define the limits | 
of the conference procedure. That de- | 
termination, according to this Govern- 
ment’s position, must be left to the 
participating Governments themselves, 
and it is evident that the American 
preference is to defer decision until the 
conferees assemble in Washington. 

No objection exists on the part of this | 
Gevernment to- diplomatic exchanges 
prior to the conference with a view to 
agiecing in a tentative way upon the | 
ugenda. It contgnds that there is noth- } 
ing incompatible between the views of | 
the United Government and the | 
ucsire of Japan to ascertain the probable 
nature and scope of the conference and 
that in the ordinary course of events all 
these questions will be worked out by 
ine powers before the conference con- 
venes formally or by the conference it- 
self in Washington. . 

Tokio Assent on Pacific Expected. 


A confident feeling exists here that 
Jupan will uitimately accept the proposal 
iv consider Far Bastern and Pacific 
problems. Her position is being made 
Clearer in news dispatches from Tokio, 
where, it is evident, the fear exists that 
Japan wili find herself confronting a 
bloc of Eurcpean powers, with America 
and China, whose attitude will be to 
the detriment of the measures which 
Japan has taken to strengthen her hold 
or China and the Far East. 

The inciusion of China in the list of 
nations asked to participate in the dis- 
cussion of Far Eastern questions is not 
pleasing to Japan. Suspicion is apparent 
in Tokio that France and Italy were in- 
vited to attend the conference in order 
to strengthen the case that the United 
States will present with ‘reference to 
problems affecting the Orient and the 
future control of the Pacific. 

Japan's hesitation, however, is not to 
interfere with the plans of President 
Harding,and Secretary Hughes to send 
out the formal invitations for the con- 
ference. The invitations will go for- 
ward by cable as soon as current ex- 
changes on the subject of fixing the 
date for the opening of the conference 
and some other matters are completed. 
President Harding still holds the opinion 
that Armistice Day, Nov. 11, would be 
the most suitable date for the opening 
session, and it is supposed that his sug- 
gestion will be advanced to the partici- 
pating Governments in the preliminary 
conversations. ; 

Not to Admit Other Powers Now. 


The President and Cabinet decided 
that for the time being at least the 
invitation to participate in a disarma- 
went conférence to be held in Washing- 
ton should be limited to Great Britain, 
France, Italy, Japan and China. This 
decision was reached after careful con- 
sideration had been given to any claims 
which other powers might have, either 
through, sentiment; or*a more direct in- 
ierest, to the right of participation. 

The decision of the Administration is 
based sglely upon the view that if the 
conference is not to. become unwieldy, 
its membership must be restricted. 
President Harding and Secretary Hughes 
are well aware of the desirability from 
‘many points of view of broadening its 


scope to include other nations, but they 
vetfeve that these considerations must 
be sacrificed, for the present at least, 
to the cause of greater efficiency. It

Naval Test Successful Under 
Difficult Weather Conditions 
Off Virginia Coast.

CRIPPLED BY DESTROYERS 


Then Battleships Inflict the 
Final Blows—‘Enemy’ Bow- 
On When Fired At.

ON BOARD THE DESTROYER 
SICARD, EN ROUTE TO NORFOLK, 
Va., July 15.—Under orders of ‘“ shoot 
to sink,’’ the navy today engaged in 
gunfire attacks on the former Germari 
destroyers V-43 and S-132, sixty miles 
east of the Virginia Capes, and sent 
them to fhe bottom in 56 fathoms of 
water. 

One target, the V-43, after being at- 
tacked first by the destroyer Leary and 
then by the dreadnought Florida, hoist- 
ed its stern in the air and disappeared 
beneath the waves at 4:50 o'clock this 
afternoon. The S-132 was attacked first 
by the destroyer Herbert and afterward 
by the dreadnought Delaware, which rid- 
dled her hull so badly that she sank at 
7:02 o'clock tonight. ’ 

Sixty shots were fired by the two de- 
stroyers, which made 8 hits. Approxi- 
mately 280 shots were fired by the 
Florida .and Delaware which so riddled | 
both targets and so enveloped them with | 
smoke, that it was impossible for | 
servers to count the number of hits 
scored in the broadside firing by the} 
battleships: | 

The S-132 was still afloat when the | 
Delaware ceased firing, but her decks | 
were awash when the newspaper corre- | 
spondents were transshipped from the | 
naval transport Henderson to the de- 
stroyer Sicard for an eighty-three-mile 
dash through a rough sea at an aver- 
age speed of thirty-two knots to the 
naval operating base at Hampton Roads 
to file their stories at the nearest tele- 
graph office at Norfolk. On the way} 
the Sicard was informed by radio that} 
the S-132 sank at 7:07 o'clock. F

Weather conditions for the operations 
were anything but favorable. Intermit- | 
tent showers, a thirty-knot wind, and 
stroyers and targets and provided the | 
gunners with anything but a steady fir- 
ing platform, made the test difficult.

The most efficient firing of the day 
was the last, that of the dreadnought 
Delaware, which scored three hits with 
the very first-salvo. The gunnery of the 
Fiorida was also extremely effective. | 

Twenty-nine minutes after she cut} 
loose with the first of her five-inch guns 
the V-43 sank-out of sight. The S-1382 
was sinking slowly with her decks 
nearly awash, as a result of six hits 
made by the Herbert when the Dela- 
ware began firing. 

The division of destroyers, five in nugn- 
ber, traveling in*columm formation, with 
the Dickers6n leading and followed in 
close ecrder by the Sicard, Leary, 
Schenck and kierhert, began. standing 
down southwerd past the target at 11:05 
oiclock. Lut it was not until nearly two 
hours later that they were ready to 
shoot. 

When the destroyers first bore down 
on the targets, the diyision, led by the 
Dickersen, was moving at a thirty-knot 
clip. This proved to be too fast for 
firing, considering the rough sea. The 
attack wes then postponed approximate. 
ly for two hours while the destroyvers de- 
scribed a great are and again bore down 
on the targets,

With a brilliant. and noisy finale, the 
oppressive hot spell ended in-mid-after- 
noon yesterday in an electrical storm 
which hurled bolts against buildings, 
oil tanks and smokestacks; leapea 
among power wires, darkening many 
places; created fright and excitement, 
and passed leaving the city and its en- 
virons yefreshed and little damaged. 

Part of New England got a taste of 
the same catatlysm in the heavens that 
roared and rattled and flashed over 
New York just after 3 o’clock. The 
same heavy rain that was driven over 
the city by a thirty-mile wind drenched 
up-State and Connecticut cities here and 
there, while as far south as Washington 
lightning played pranks just as it was 
frolicking unpleasantly here. 

Eighty-two hundreths of an inch of 
rain was squeezed from the supersatur- 
ated atmosphere over the city in a half 
hour’s fall. It cooled the baked streets 
and revived drooping gardens and ‘left 
in its wake, as the wind swept the storm 
area southward, the prospect of fair and 
milder weather ever the week-end. 


Storm Played Leap Frog. 


So sporadic were the storms that one 
traveler on a main line New York Cen- | 
tral train reported that in a run of} 
thirty-two miles approaching New York | 
he was whisked through six towns halt | 
of which were ‘being deluged,’ though | 

were parched and dry. | 
Though there was neither great damage | 
ner serious injury locally, reports from 
some districts indicated that crops had 
suffered sevefely from the furf of the 
long-delayed weather bréak. 

Around Middletown, N. Y., fields of 
ripening grain were laid low, corn suf- 
fering particularly, and eight cows 
which had sheltered themselves under a 
tree on William Pullinar’s farm were 
struck dead. Uprooted trees barred 
stretches of the State highway, and 
many acres were pelted by a violent 
dail. 

The lightning here darkened stores, 
offices and homes, heightening the ner- 
yous tension of the timid, and in some 
spots defeating the’ efforts of the light- 
companies, who had set all their 





detectors in the power houses warned 
of the approaching disturbance. It 
burned out many fuses of the telegraph 
lines, causing temporary interruption to 
service, but with charactcristically er- 
ratic behavior it skipped telephone 
equipment entirely, and interfered not at 
all with the third rails of either rapid 
transit of railroad lines, which main- 
tained normal service.

LONDON, July 15 (Canadian Press).~ 
Canada’s share of the German repara- 
tions, as fixed today by the Imperial 
Conference, is $300,000,000. This amount 
was determined on the basis of the total 
for reparations decided upon by the Su- 
preme Council—about $30,000,000,000: The 
British Empire is allotted 22 per cent. 
of this sum, and, under today’s decision, 
Canada is to receive 4.5 per cent. of the 
British share, or $300,000,000. 

The division of reparations among the 
dominions was made in proportion. to 
the casualties, pensions, expenditures 
and loss of shipping shown by the vari- 
ous divisions of the Empire.

Franco-American Chamber of Com- 
merce Protests to Washington. 


ation plan in the new Tariff bill was 
sent to the Ways and Means Committee 


of the House yesterday by the Franco- 
American Board of Commerce and In- 
dustry. The board condemned it as im- 
practical and as introducing an element 
of uncertainty in foreign trade. The 
letter says: 

‘““A number of French manufacturers 
or producers. of imported commodities 
such as textiles, fashion goods, novelties, 
perfumery, furniture, rugs, art goods, 
cutlery, raw materials and half-finished 
products have expressed to us their fear 
that the American valuation plan if it 
becomes a law will practically destroy 
the import trade on account of the fol- 
lowing main reasons: 

““1. It will prove impossible in prac- 
tice and’only result in chaos. 

“2. It will prevent: 

‘“‘a. The American manufacturer from 
buying his raw and half-finished mater- 
lals in advance. 

“b. The American trader from pur- 
chasing ahead of time any seasonable 
goods. 

‘““e, The importer from buying any- 
thing abroad because of the impossibil- 
ity of knowing months ahead what the 
American wholesale market value will 
be when the goods arrive. 

“* 3. It will retard the revivai of trade 
because it creates general uncertainty 
for all import transactions. 

‘‘ All this may sound good to American 
manufacturers in that importation will 
be rendered prohibitive, but the experi- 
enced business men with-whom we are 
in daily contact claim that the Ameri- 
can valuation plan may have a very 
serious reflex in France in the import 
of American goods which would be a 
great detriment to American industries 
at the very time the United States sur- 
, badly in need for foreign out- 
| lets.

The disposition of the Government ap- 
pears to be to give consideration to Mr. 
Ford's proposal to lease the property. 
He offered to take a lease for 100 years 
after the Wilson dam and No. 3 dam 
were completed, the estimated cost of 
completion being $28,000,000. Mr. Ford 
would pay the Gcevernment 6 per cent. 
per annum on $25,000,000 and. amortize 
this sum and the entire cost of both for 
100 years. The Government figures tnat 
Mr. Ford would pay about $1,500,000 
per annum for the century period, but it 
tas not figured out the entire proposal 
in a way to satisfy itself that it would 
te profitable for the Government to ac- 
cept.

SOLDIER PREFERENCE LAW VOID. 


After two defeats, in the Supreme 
Court and the Appellate Division, the 
civil service reformers have won a 
victory in the Court of Appeals, and 
the Duell amendment to the Civil Ser- 
vice law, giving preference for ap- 
pointment or promotion to persons 
who ‘‘ entered the military or naval 
service of the United States,’’ after 
passing examination, over all other 
candidates, has beett held unconstitu- 
tional.

He would also 
bind himself to supply the Govern- 
ment with nitrates for explosives as 
they should be needed in peace as 
well as in war. 

Muscle Shoals, the enterprise, has 
been a mystery and a good deal of a 
scandal in Congress. There has been 
a disposition to treat it as a joke, but 
wasting the people’s money is no joke. 
Muscle Shoals, the locality, is a bend 
in the Tennessee River near the bor- 
der line of Tennessee and Alabama, 
and the Government plants that have 
been planned and-in great part com- 
pleted ,there were tobe the largest 
nitrate plants in the world, making 
the United States independent of Chile, 
Originally Musclé Shoals was a dam 
project to improve nayigation and de- 
velop power, That was in 1907. In

several Congresses the Muscle Shoals 
debate raged at every session. Noth- 
ing was done except to make surveys. 
In 1916, the Government needing 
nitrates for war purposes, the dam 
and power debate became the ‘‘ atmos- 
pheric nitrogen ’’ debate. -In_ that 
year it was provided in the National 
Defense act that $20,000,000 should 
be appropriated for nitrate plants. 
The following year a commission of 
army engineers urged the superior 
claims of Muscle Shoals as the loca- 
tion for a big plant or group of plants. 
In 1918 work was begun on the Wilson 
dam. It was essential to the develop- 
ment of electric power, and a start 
was also made upon Nitrate Plant No. 
1 at Sheffield, Ala., on which $13,- 
500,000 was spent, and on Nitrate 
Plant No. at Muscle Shoals, which, 
it is said, has already cost the Goy- 
ernment $70,000,000. Early in thié 
year it was charged that the Muscle 
Shoals projects had used up $140, 00, - 
000, yet much work remained to be 
done. A bill to put the Government 
into the nitrate industry was recom- 
mended by Secretary Baker, but it 
came to nothing. In December last 
the Senate appropriated $10,000,000 
for additional work at Muscle Shoals, 
but in February of this year the House 
by a close vote of 193 to 182 rejected 
the item. 

Muscle Shoals has become a white 
elephant to the Government. Nobody 
wants the Government to make nitrate 
for fertilizers and sell power. This 
could not be done except at a loss and 
without recurring scandals; the busi- 
ness would lend itself to waste and 
graft. Private operation is the solu- 
tion of the Muscle Shoals problem. 
But the management must be in effi- 
cient hands. The price paid for pos- 
session and development should be ad- 
equate.

“DRY” IMPRESSIONS. 


A Foreign Correspondent’s Experl- 
ence With Prohibition. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

All of us who came over from England 
and France to report the ‘‘ boxing con- 
test '’’ between Dempsey and Carpentier 
have been much impressed by the hos- 
pitality and fairness of the Americans 
with whom we have come into contact. 
The spirit of such gatherings as at- 
tended the match on the New Jersey 
meadows was marvelous. In no coun- 
try could have been witnessed an ex- 
hibition of better sportsmanship, and 
this fact argues fhat brotherhood in 
sport bids fair to be a dangerous com- 
petitor: with diplomacy, be the latter 
secret. or open, in making for’‘a thorough 
understanding between great nations 
and toward guaranteeing the peace of 
the world. 

But may I, without: trespassing on 
the laws of hospitality, be permitted a 
tiny bit of -criticism—not in reference. to 
sport or what I came to write about, 
but concerning that very thing one has 
heard boasted as -America’s greatest 
claim to greatness, your liberty? I am 
sure that my remarks will not be taken 
amiss by any: of your citizens whom I 
have had the pleasure of meeting and 
whom I know to be representative at 
least of this part of the country. 

I may confess that I found no lack of 
the wherewithal to encourage the spirit 
of good fellowship, and most of it was 
of prime quality. But to what lengths 
my friends had to go to obtain it! Al- 
most everybody I met seemed to like the 
cheering glass, but I understand that 
he made himself a criminal in the eyes 
of the law when he tried to procure it. 
Che cocktail, one of the most delightful 
of America’s benefactions to a benighted 
world; the glass of Nght wine, which 
in my country has always been—and is 
still—taken openly with one’s luncheon 
or dinner, must be drunk surreptitiously, 
behind closed doors or darkened win- 
dows. Even at that most delightful 
dinner given us at the Biltmore one 
recent evening, which my friend, Mr. 
Harry Preston, himself one of the best 
known of British hotel men, a connois- 
seur and an epicure of the first rank, 
pronounced a feast that Lucullus would 
have wept over because he could not 
have achieved the serving of it, where 
everything delighted the eye, was, as 
you say over here, ‘ dry.’ Dishes 
that were real chef d’oeuvres of culinary 
artistry, and whose taste will long lin« 
ger as delightful ghosts in our memories, 
must make their appeal through, their 
art alone and without the aid that 
English and Continental cooks may de- 
pend upon to stimulate the imagination, 
aid digestion and cover the one or 
two slips that may occur in the best 
regulated schemes of cooks, as well as 
of mice and other men! You will 
grant, I think, that it is hard on the 
cooks. 

But how much harder is it upon those 
who hold, with the Apostle, that ‘‘a 
little wine for the stomach’'s sake’’ is 
neither the voice of vice nor the creator 
of crime, or at least its incentive, but 
a stimulant to digestion, an aid in pro- 


‘moting good fellowship and a real neces- 


sity to the enjoymentof life! 

For the hardship you are undergoing— 
and I believe that all the Americans I 
met consider your Mr. Volstead and his 
act and acts a hardship—the only reason 
that was given me in answer to numer- 
ous inquiries was, ‘“‘A lot of fanatics 
put it over on us while we were asleep.”’ 
Perhaps I have not quoted my Ameri- 
canism quite ‘correctly, but I am sure 
the purport will be clear. And go when 
my American friends have asked me 
whether I would like to remain over here 
I have said at first ‘‘ Yes’’ and then 
qualified my statement. When one 
knows your New York and your people, 
one’s impulse is to wish to stay. There 
are many disadvantages connected with 
living in- the Old World just now. But 
in England and France, at least, there 
has been no assault upon personal lib- 
erty. Mr. Smith and Monsieur Forgeron 
are not concerned with what’s on their 
neighbor’s table or in his closet or what 
is in his hip pocket. As a matter of 
fact, we don’t need hip pockets—for 
Decency we much prize. We 
don’t consider that a man necessarily 
himself indecent by taking a 
drink now and then—certainly no taint 
of crinie or vice attaches to the mere 
act. The indecent and the vicious we 
would consider those who wou'd make 
such a man a criminal under the law!

A large number of those who would 
receive the bonus are not in need of this 
money, and for those who could use it, it 
would only afford temporary relief. If, in 
order to get an income out of it, the money 
received would’ bg invested, the amount of 
income derived would only. be very small 
and would not be of much help. If, on the 
other hand, thé capital is used it would 
do more harm than good,- The value of the 
services of the men who went to the war 
cannot be measured by money, and if they 
recelyed an adequate compensation it would

‘INCIDENT TO PROHIBITION. 


New. Regulations of Medicinal and 
Industrial Use of Alcohol. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Recent letters to THe Times have ad- 
vanced the theory that the medicinal 
and industrial distribution of alcohol 
is exempt from regulation under the 
Eighteenth Amendment. This theory is 
bared upon an-~ 
Urited States Constitution which makes 
the reservation of power to the States 
cover all power incidental to the pro- 
hibition of the beverage use of intoxi- 
cating liquors and the delegation of 
power to Congress include only the spe- 
cific prohibition of beverage use. 

A little thought on this subject will 
demonstrate the fallacy of this theory. 
Before the ratification of the Eignteenth 
Amendment Congress possessed no ex- 
press power to regulate or prohibit 
traffic in intoxicating Mquors. Its only 
powers in the premises were implied 
fewers, such as the power upon which 
the . interstate shipment bills were 
passed, to wit: one derived from the 
power of Congress to regulate interstate 
commerce. Hence, with the ratification 
ef.the Eighteenth Amendment there was 
an express delegation of the power to 
Ccngress to enforce the amendment. 
This power found its source in, and was 
celegated to Congress by, the States or 
the people. 

What is the nature, then, of the power 
delegated to Congress? The answer to 
this question is readily found by ascer- 
taining the nature of the power exer- 
cised by the States for the attainment 
of the same end for which this express 
power was delegated to Congress, to wit: 
the prohibition of the beverage traffic 
in intoxicating liquors. This power was 
exercised by at least thirty-two States 
prior to the ratification of the amend- 
ment. It was police power, the power 
used for the preservation of the health, 





morals and safety of the people. It has 
universally been held that the police 
power carries with it the right to set 
Such standards and lay down such reg- 
ulations as are reasonably incident to 
the main purpose of the legislation. 
Upon this fundamental proposition of 
law have been based decisions like those 
which have upheld the absolute prohibi- 
tion of any medicinal use of alcoholic 
beverages, These decisions held that 
this prohibition is reasonably incident to 
the purpose of the main legislation. 

The power delegated to Congress by 
the States must have been of the same 
nature as—must have been almost liter- 
ally a portion of—the power heretofore 
used by the States for the same pur- 
pose. It was police power. 

This is not written as an argument 
for burdensome legislation or for legis- 
lation which constitutes an unwarrant- 
ed interference with professional dis- 
cretion. It is written with a desire to 
set the public right regarding a current 
and fallacious theory of law. If any- 
one fears the extension of the theory 
which IL -have outlined, let him remember 
that recourse is always to be had to 
the courts and it is for the courts to 
decide whether the power as exercised 
is incident and reasonably incident.

Less Burdensome Than ‘the Present 
Disguised System. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In a letter printed in THE Times of 
July 10 Mr. Samuel. Bloomingdale 
states: : 

“It should not be a tax on capital, it 
; should not be a. reduction on the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar, 

be upon the earning power of capital 
and upon the earning power of the dol- 

lar, and in this the proposed general 
sales tax fails.’’ 

It is precisely because the existing 
scheme of Federal income taxes is both 
in part a_reduction in the purchasing 
power of the dollar and a tax upon 
capital that the Business Men's Na- 
tional Tax Committee propose their plan 
for the modification of the existing Fed- 
era] taxes. 

There are just one of two things which 
can be done with the net profits of any 
business. They can either be invested 
as a part of the capital with which the 
business itself of some other enterprise 
does business or they can be distributed 
; to some individual. In so far as a tax 
lis imposed upon the undistributed por- 
tion of the profits it is either a tax on 
capital or in the frequent case where 
jthe business can increase its prices so 
as to cover its profits taxes it is a 
disguised consumption tax. However, 
the revenue requirements of the Govern- 
ment are so great that no income or 
profits tax that has yet been proposed 
will by itself produce the necessary reve- 
nue. We must have some kind of a 
sales tax. We have today sales taxes 
on some twenty-odd industries which 
were selected haphazard in the stress of | 
wartime to bear tax burdens that mer- 
chants in otherJines do not carry. 
These taxes are both an unfair dls- 
crimination against the industries sub- 





jected to them and to the extent that} 


their burden is passed on; they are un- 
fair to the consumer, because their bur- 
den is in proportion to the necessities 
of the consumer for the articles taxed 
rather than to that fundamental maxim 
of taxation—ability to pay. 

These special sales taxes are not, as 
they are sometimes supposed to be, sim- 
ply taxes on luxuries; they include 
within their scope many necessities. To 
justify their retention in the face of the 
obvious discrimination which they pro- 
duce against a few industries and the 
many and almost insurmountable diffji- 
culties of interpretation and admin- 
jztration which they impose both 
on the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue and upon the taxpayer, the 
burden rests- on those who advocate 
them to show by the clearest evidence 
that their burden falls with much 
greater equity upon the consumers than 
would a general sales tax. This burden 
has not been met and cannot be met. 
The bare assertion is often made’ that 
it is fairer to tax luxuries than to tax 
necessities, but no one has yet proposed 
special sales taxes which are strictly 


luxury taxes and at the same time both 
administrable and productive of suffi- 
cient revenue. 

The general sales tax is fair and 
equitable between businesses, and it is 
an honest tax because it presents itself 
openly as a tax on consumption and is 
less burdensome than the existing tax 
system, which is in a large measure a 
consumption tax disguised under other

Indicted Physician Contends Tha! 
Addiction Is ‘Standard Chronic 
Disease.’ 


Dr. Morris Behrman of 306 East Fifty- 
first Street, indicted in the Federal 
Court on charges of violating the Har- 
rison narcotic law, announced yesterday 
through counsel that he expected to 
make a test case of one of the indict- 
ments. The demurrer to the indictment 
comes up in the Federal Court tomor- 
row. 

The principal point, counsel said, is 
whether drug addiction may properly be 
classified by a physician as a ‘ stand- 
ard chronic disease.’’ The Govern- 
ment contends that drug addiction is 
not a disease and that a physician has 
no right to prescribe for an addict. 
Government agents regard the case 
against Dr. Behrman a¢ typical. 

Dr. Behrman is charged with having 
given a prescription to a Pullman porter 
for 150 grains of heroin, 360 grains of 
morphine and 210 grains of cocaine. 
The demurrer, Mr. Basch said, is on 
the ground that the dispensing of drugs 
by the physician was in the course of 
his professional practice only; that there 
is no allegation that he wrote the pre- 


scription with criminal intent; and that 
there was a desire on his part to cure 
the addict.

NEW RUM RULING IN FORCE. 


Customs Officials Still in Doubt on 
Bars of Foreign Ships. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—Shipments 
ef intoxicating liquors entering the 
ports of the United States or crossing 
the Canadian or Mexican borders with- 
cut a permit are subject to seizuure by 
customs officers under orders effective 
today. The orders put in force the rul- 
ing by Attorney General Daugherty, up- 
holding an opinion by former Attorney 
General Palmer, that transshipment of 
liquors from one foreign country to an- 
vther by way of this country is in vio- 
lation of the Prohibition law. 

There is still some uncertainty as to 
the effect of the ruling on liquor brought 
into American ports on foreign ships 
under certain circumstances, however, 
officials said, adding that to clear up 
these points another opinion would be 
asked of Mr. Daugherty. 

Particulariy, it was asserted, the Cus- 
tons Service wishes to know how it 
shall regard liquor in ‘the bars of ‘for- 
eign passenger liners which has hitherto 
Leen. considered as ‘‘ sea stores,’’ that is 
carried by. a foreign ship for use of its 
crew only; and how e law applies 
to a foreign ship which merely enters an 
American harbor to coal and does not 
make an entry with the Custom House. 

Pending further ruling officials said 
the customs regulations would apply 
mly to cargees of intoxicants which 
vere intended for transshipment toa 
‘oreign’ destination.

The outstanding exception to the weak- 
ness in Continental rates was in the case 
of marks, which were practically un- 
changed from the preceding day. This 
strength, in contradistinction to the 
course of other leading rates, appears 
as further evidence of Germany’s activ- 
itles In the exchange market, in con- 
nection with the forthcoming repara- 
tions payment; and the success which 
has attended her endeavors to secure 
credit.

The difficulties 
as to the credit situation, from all re- 
ports, have not been overcome, and there 
has been the drawing back of American

Advances in wheat and cotton were 
attributable, {n part, to unfavorable 
weather conditions for the growing 
crops, and also to the possibility of 
steadily increasing demands from 
abroad. The heavy demand for spot 
cotton at Liverpool is an index to im- 
provement of real -proportions in the 
textile situation in England. Trans- 
actions in spot cotton in the Liverpool 
market have been heavier in the last 
several days than at any time this year. 
In this country trade demand for cotton 
is showing steady increase. 

Reports of mercantile agencies for the 
last week show that continued quietness 
exists in most markets, but it is added 
that current adjustments, of one kind or 
another, are regarded as shaping the 
way for the anticipated revival. The 
revision of prices and wages which is 
still taking place, it is asserted, will 
lead to more normal conditions and 
benefits will ultimately accrue from the 
transition. With regard to the decline 
of foreign exchange Bradstreet’s says: 
‘“‘The continued downward trend does 
not seem to carry the depressing in- 
fluence attached to it in previous 
periods. Indeed, the disposition is to 
charge the weakness in sterling and most 
Continental currencies to reported Euro- 
pean buying of wheat and cotton.

PACIFIC COAST RATE FIGHT. 


Traffic Men Favor Abolition of Long 
and Short Haul Rates.

the general economic conditions do not 
justify higher prices for raw and re- 
fined sugar. The company warns that 
“any further or oontinued artificial 
stimulation of the market to improve 
conditions can only tend to aggravate 
an already unhealthy position.” Only 
movement and consumption of supplies 
which are being held at record figures, 
according to the company, can improve 
the situation, and price will be an im- 
portant factor in such changes. 

The Cuban Sugar Finance Commis- 
sion’s return to the market at a sub- 
‘stantial reduction -in quotations is 
ascribed to the growing uneasiness of 
financial institutions about the record 
stocks piling up on the island. Three- 
fifths of the crop remains unsold, ac- 
cording to the company’s advices from 
Cuba. The market is lifeless arid no 
sales are reported. With price below 
production cost, growers are at a loss 
as to plans for next season. It is 
thought that many of the mills may 
not be able to operate at all unless some 
unforeseen improvement comes. The pro- 
posed Government purchase of 1,000,- 
000 tons of sugar, to be held, perhaps for 
years, would not benefit the planters 
in the end, says the review, but would 
only add to the heavy debt burden of 


the Government. 

The European beet crop promises a big 
suppty, no authoritative information 
having been received as to the damage 
from drought. The Federal Company’s 
adivces from Czechdéslovakia report the 
beet fields ‘‘ decidedly good.” Govern- 
ment sugar stocks in England, mainly 
American granulated, have gone down 
two shillings in price. The demand there 
continues poor and the market sagging. 

Asserting that the statistical and 
financial positions do not warrant the 
trade to operate except for actual 
wants, the ederal Company’s review 
points out that “the pressure of old 
stocks of domestic beets and the prob- 
able pressure of new crops for the rest 
of the year must be considered, as the 
surplus of Cuba and other raw sugars 
offer no inducement for the beet inter- 
ests to carry any more sugar into 1822 
than is abolutely nécessary.”

The Cotten Outlook in Europe. 


The local cotton trade is pleased with 
the outlook for the trade in Europe.

~ ST. LAWRENCE WORK 


Lenroot at Completion of Tour 
of Americans Says Methods 
Were Discussed on Trip. 


CONFERRED WITH BORDEN 


No Governmental Appropriation Is 


Expected, Though an International 
Corporation Is Probable. 


Special to The New York Times. 

QUEBEC, July 15.—The tour of in- 
spection of the proposed Great Lakes-St. 
Lawrence waterways system on which 
a number of Governors, Senators, Repre- 
sentatives in Congress -and — business 
men from the States have been for a 
week, came to an end today at Quebec, 
where they sailed about the harbor and 
then were entertained at luncheon on 


board the Empress of France. In the 
afternoon they visited the Plains of 
Abraham and the party began to dis- 
band. Some of them will return to 
Montreal on the boat which has been 
their home for a week and shoot the 
rapids before taking trains for their own 
homes. 

The trip has been much more than a} 
mere sightseeing excursion, for at vari- | 
ous times there have been serious dis- | 
cussions btween Senators and Repres- | 
sentatives and the prominent Canadians 
in the party as to the method by which | 
the waterways plan shall be put into ef- 
fect. Both Senator Lenroot and Senator 
Townsend have said. emphatically that 
they have no doubt the St. Lawrence 
project will be an accomplished fact | 
within a reasonable time. 

Senator Lenroot, in a speech on the 
boat this morning, made the significant 
statement that conversations had been | 
carried on with the Canadians at vari- | 
ous times during the trip down the St. | 
Lawrence and that methods of financ- | 
ing had been considered. 

Sir Robert Borden, former Prime Min- | 
{ster, has had several talks with Senator | 
Lenroot, who is the father of the water- | 
ways project in Congress. Sir Henry 
Drayton, the Canadian Minister of | 
Finance, has also been a member of 
these informal conferences. Other men 
have. taken part in them from time to | 
time, and-.there have taken form in the} 
minds of both Americans and Canadians | 
various plans which have been carefully | 
weighed as to their respective merits. 


Suggestions on Financing. | 


The question of financing the work | 
has been the most serious obstacle in | 
the minds of those who have the project | 
at heart. The possibility of the money | 
being appropriated by either Govern- | 
ment has never been seriously consid- 
ered and both Senator Lenroot and Sen- 
ator Townsend believe that some sort 
of an international corporation will be | 
formed to issue bonds, guarantted by 
the two Governments, either in part or | 
jointly, which will be put on the market 
at a fair rate cf interest. They feel ; 
that this plan would offer few diffi- | 
culties even under present money con- 
ditions. 

Just how the expense of constructing 
the canal will be divided between the ! 
two countries has not yet been consid- | 
ered to any great extent, although | 
American members of the party have 
felt. that there will be considerable dick- | 
ering before this important point is | 
settled. | 

‘rhe canal and dam will cost $252,000,- |

It has been 
Suggested that as Canada is spenling 
nearly $100,000,000 in building the new 
Welland Canal to be a part of the com- 
pleted system, the new waterways 
project from Lake Erie to the sea 
shoul:i be considered a unit, and the 
Welland Canal be figured in as a part 
of the totai work.

Action “Should Have Been Taken 
Only After Earnest Efforts to 
Reach Understanding, It Is Held. 


A report made by a committee of the 
New York Chapter, American Associa- 
tion of Engineers, and adopted unani- 
mously by the Board of Directors, con- 
demns the action of the New Jersey 
Vehicular .Tunnel Commission in dis- 
missing..the Board of Consulting. Engi- 
neers and in appointing two engineers 
to serve the interests of New Jersey. 
The board was dismissed on May 14. 
Since then the five members of the 
board, whose salary is $10,000 a year 
each, have received no compensation, 


although they are performing the duties 
of their office. 

The New York Commission stands by 
them und refuses to recognize the two 
appointed by the New Jersey Commis- 
sion, St. John Clark and George M. 
Wells. Mr. Wells is a partner of Gen- | 
eral Geoorge W. Goethals, who favored | 
a concrete block tunnel, which was re- 
jected by the Board of Consulting Engi- 
neers. The five members of the board 
are Willlam J. Wilgus, Chairman; J. 
Vipond Davies, —' L. Watson, Pro- 
fessor William H urr and John. A. 
Bensel. It was suggested yesterday that 
the board would apply to the courts to 
force the New Jersey Cimmission to pay 
its half of their salaries if amicable 
settlement of the difficulty was not ar- 
rived at speedily. 

The report of the committee of engi- 
neers was made in connection with a 
resolution requesting answers to ques- 
tions whether the action of the New 
Jersey Commission did not reflect un- 
favorably on the members of the board, 
whether it did not tend to injure the 
whole engineering profession and was 
contrary to the public interests, and 
whether it would not seem undignified 
and unpfofessional for other engineers 
to accept appointment to the places thus 
made vacant. 

Part of the report, 
virtually all the questions affirmatively, 
says that the board could not be dis- 
missed except by joint action. of both 
commissions and that information con- 
cerning the action of the New Jersey 
Commission had been refused by 

Chairman.

Tennessean, Named Noah, Who 
Seeks to Save World, Asks 
Aid of the Press. 


WARNS OF DESTRUCTION 


Predicts Our End Within 25 Years 
—Blames War on Wicked, 
Not Germans. 


Noah Webster Cooper, who styles him- 
eelf ‘‘ Chairman of the Southern Meth- 
edist Conference Committee for the Na- 
* tlonal Sunday Law,’’ came here yester- 
day from Nashville, Tenn., to launch a 
campaign for a sinless Sabbath. If Mr. 
Cooper could have his way not a rail- 
road train or street car would move on 
Sunday, restaurants would be closed, 
Sunday papers would be prohibited and 
all activities calling for labor outside of 
the churches would be stopped. 

As the first step in his campaign Mr. 
Cooper, who is a middlé-aged lawyer, | 
met newspaper reporters yesterday 
morning at the offices of The Christian | 
Herald in Bible House. With him was 
the Rev. M. P. Woods of Tennessee, 
Vice Chairman of the committee. 

Mr. Cooper’s opening shot was 4a 
declaration that the World War was not 
atarted by the Germans, but as a result 
ef the wickedness of the world for half | 


a century before. ‘* Europe was for 
many years violating the Sunday laws,’’ 


he said. ‘‘ They were running every- 
thing day and night and Sunday. I 
tell you that the result was as God had 
@gaid: ‘He who violates the Sabbath 
shall be destroyed.’ 

‘“*I tell you that in twenty-five years 
we will be destroyed. I am here fight- 
ing to save our country. Every time I 
hear a train whistle or a train thunder- 
ing across the country on Sunday it 
sounds worse to me than a German 


bomb exploding from overhead.” 

Mr. Cooper said that the committee 
needed the support of the newspapers. 
When one of his interviewers suggested 
that Monday morning newspapers were 
prepared largely on Sunday, he said 
that it would be a good idea to eliminate 
them, too. ‘' I don't care if we have to 

_cut out five papers a week—we can do 
without them.”’ 

When asked what the big cities would 
do without their Sunday supplies of milk 
and other necessities, he said that food- 
stuffs should be no exception and that , 
the farmers should join in the move- 
ment by refusing to market their prod- 
ucts on Saturday if they were to be 
shipped on Sunday. |

ments on Sunday, so long as there js no} 
work performed. ‘' We are not trying to 
keep a man from kissing his wife on 
Sunday or taking a ride in his Ford for 
a breath of air,” he explained.
